Applicant argues that there is no suggestion of incorporating silica into a spravable liquid form (e.g. an oil or milk) onlv into a gel, 
which is essentiallv solid. This is not found persuasive because, as noted above, Desjonqueres does suggest an oilv composition 
with less 1 % or less colloidal silica (claims 9-1 1 ), which as Applicant notes, would necessarilv be in the form of a spravable liquid 
(p. 6 of the repiv filed March 4. 2009. second to last paragraph), which is taught to be an appropriate form of the composition 
(claim 9). With regard to the water content of milks or emulsions, this point is moot because the instantly examined composition is 
not limited to a non-aqueous composition..
